To  the  Committee  of  Visitors, 

Gentlemen, 

In  taking  a  retrospect  of  the  past  year,  I  might 
be  satisfied  with  reporting  that  the  Mortality  of  the  year  has 
been  one  half  less  than  in  the  two  preceding  years  ; — that 
the  amount  of  sickness  has  been  less  ; — and  that  the  number 
of  Patients  discharged  as  recovered,  has  been  rather  greater. 
But  it  must  be  added  that  the  mild  character  of  the  year  has 
not  produced  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  admissions.  The 
number  of  persons  who  have  been  sent  from  the  Parishes  in  the 
past  year,  under  Chronic  forms  of  Lunacy,  is  greater  than  of 
those  suffering  from  recent  attacks.  It  is  possible  that  the 
Returns  made  under  the  55th  section  of  the  Act,  may  disclose 
the  number  of  Lunatics,  still  resident  in  their  parishes  and 
liable  to  be  sent  to  the  Asylum. 

The  period  during  which  the  removal  of  chronic  cases  is 
taking  place  is  one  of  great  anxiety.  The  condition  of  the 
Patients  admitted  in  the  year  1848,  and  the  then  state  of  the 
Asylum,  did  not  relieve  that  feeling.  The  transition  of  another 
year  has  put  it  in  evidence  that,  by  contrast  with  the  published 
experience  of  other  new  or  enlarged  Asylums,  the  condition  of 


The  Superintendent  shall  sub¬ 
mit  to  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  at  their  first  Meeting  after  the  Oxfordshire  Epiphany 
Quarter  Sessions  annually,  a  Report,  in  writing,  of  the  general  condition  of  the  Asylum , 
and  the  number  and  character  of  the  Patients  ;  distinguishing  the  numbers  who  have 
been  received  and  discharged  as  cured  ;  the  number  of  readmissions  ;  the  number  em¬ 
ployed,  and  in  what  manner  ;  the  deaths  which  have  occurred  in  the  preceding  year, 
and  also  the  total  number  of  discharges,  cures,  and  deaths  since  the  opening  of  the 
Institution,  and  specifying  the  sexes  in  each  statement ;  with  such  other  facts  as  the 
Superintendent  may  think  desirable,  or  which  the  Visitors  may  have  suggested. 
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the  Pauper  Lunatics  of  Oxfordshire  and  Berks  has  been  greatly 
superior  to  that  of  some  other  Counties.  And  I  think  it  manifests 
that  a  tribute  is  due  to  the  parties  under  whose  care  the  Patients 
have  been.

This  increase  of  numbers  has  rendered  necessary  additional 
furniture,  and  has  forced  upon  the  Committee  of  Visitors  the 
consideration  of  a  liability  to  crowding  in  the  Asylum,  and  the 
probability  of  a  more  extended  accommodation  being  at  some 
time  necessary.  It  has  been  suggested  to  me,  that  in  this,  as 
in  other  Asylums,  the  accumulation  of  chronic  Lunatics  may 
become  so  great  as  to  exclude  Patients  recently  attacked.  And 
the  modern  practice  of  other  Counties  is  to  provide  at  all  events, 
for  the  recently  attacked  and  the  dangerous.  The  Act  empow¬ 
ers,  if  it  does  not  require,  that  the  Magistracy  shall  make  such 
provision.  This  Asylum  however,  has  hitherto  been  enabled 
to  receive  every  Pauper  Lunatic  who  has  been  brought  with  a 
legal  order  of  admission.  I  may  notice  that  the  County  of 
Gloucester  sends  Chronic  Lunatics  to  the  Licensed  House  at 
Fairford ;  and  that  two  Houses  have  heen  recently  licensed 
for  the  reception  of  Pauper  Lunatics  in  the  North  and  East 
Ridings  of  York. 

The  total  number  of  Patients  at  present  in  this  Asylum  from 
the  two  Counties,  including  the  City  and  Boroughs  in  union, 
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is  nearly  equal  j  though  the  numbers  of  the  sexes  differ  : 
namely, —

Of  the  Oxfordshire  Patients,  eleven  Females  above  70  years 
of  age,  average  76  years.  And  of  the  Berkshire  Patients,  three 
Females  above  the  same  age,  average  77  years.  The  greater 
mortality  of  the  Males,  and  the  accumulation  of  aged  Females, 
is  illustrated  by  a  contrast  with  the  Hanwell  Asylum.

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This  comparison  of  the  numbers  at  different  ages  in  the  two 
Asylums,  suggests  the  propriety  of  giving  also  the  different 
results,  as  regards  recovery  and  death  ^  Hanwell  containing  the 
greater  number  of  aged,  and  the  less  of  those  recently  attacked.

Among  the  Tables  appended  to  this  Report  is  one  oi  the 
recoveries  and  deaths  in  this  Asylum ;  giving  various  averages 
and  adding  the  average  of  17  County  Asylums,  being  with  one 
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exception  all  that  I  could  make  available  from  the  printed 
Reports.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  mortality  being  equal,  the 
average  of  discharges  is  much  in  favor  of  the  Littlemore  Asylum  ; 
a  result  which  is  the  consequence  of  the  ready  admission  of 
Patients  into  this  Asylum  in  the  earlier  stages  of  their  Insanity. 

Amongst  the  discharges  of  Patients  as  cured,  have  been  some 
of  those  who  had  been  long  resident  in  Asylums.  The  accounts 
we  hear  of  them  are  generally  satisfactory  as  regards  those  who 
have  returned  to  Cottage  life.  In  the  Union  Workhouses  they 
have  sometimes  not  found  themselves  situated  as  they  had  hoped 
to  be ;  and  it  has  been  reported  of  some  of  them  that  they  have 
been  disappointed  and  have  become  not  easily  manageable.

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The  admissions  in  the  year  have  been  generally  of  a  younger 
class  than  the  previous  Inmates  of  the  Asylum  ;  and  this  has 
tended  to  reduce  the  aggregate  of  age.  There  is  a  presumption 
offered  that,  with  younger  lives,  we  have  a  better  prospect,  under 
Providence,  of  effecting  cures. 

With  reference  to  the  Accounts  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Asylum, 
I  can  refer  to  the  Report  of  last  year  with  satisfaction  ;  and 
the  Committee  have  been  enabled  to  reduce  the  charge  made 
for  the  Maintenance  of  Patients.  The  reduced  amount  in  the 
several  items  of  expense  has  arisen  from  the  total  chaige  being 
distributed  over  an  increased  number  of  persons,  and  by  the 
arrangements  of  the  Institution  being  of  a  more  settled  character. 

The  number  of  Patients  re-admitted  either  in  the  past  or 
previous  year  will  appear  by  the  Table  in  the  Appendix  upon 

that  subject.
